THE OLD STORY. 


JEALOUSY PROMPTS A NEW YORK MAN TO 
SHOOT HIS WIFE AND HIMSELF. 

AuBuRN, N. Y., Oct. 27.—Eighteen miles 
south of here is Moravia. Friday afternoon a 
man passing the residence of Henry M. Dick- 
inson of that place heard two pistol-shots and 
a woman scream. He rushed into the house, 
and in the dintng-room a frightful scene met 
his gaze. Upon the floor lay the body of Mrs. 
Dickinson, a woman about 55 years old, gasp- 
ing for breath and unconscious. An examina- 
tion revealed a wound in her breast. Less than 
ten feet from the woman was the body of her 
husband. A sister of Mrs. Dickinson, a proba- 
bie witness of the tragedy, had fainted from 
fright, and lay stretched upon the floor of an 
adjoining room. Dickinson was suffering from 
a wound in his breast, and when first seen was 
able to speak. He said between his gasps: “I 
did it with this revolver. Life at such a sacri- 
fice and with such dishonor is worse than 


death.’’ Meantime, the wife, attended by those 
who had arrived, had died in the arms of her 
friends. 

Dickinson thought that his wife had paid too 
much attention to a Frenchman who boarded 
with them at one time. 


THE COMMUNITY PLEASED. 


EX-CHIEF-OF-DETECTIVES BOUSSO OF NEW 
ORLEANS TO PAY A DEAR PENALTY FOR 
WRONGING AN INNOCENT GIRL. 

New Orveans, La., Oct. 27.—[Special.j]—A 
verdict was rendered tonight in the Criminal 
District Court which pleased the community. 
Theodore Bousso, who was Chief of Detectives, 
was convicted of forging and of publishing as 
true a forged marriage certificate, by means 
of which he accomplished the ruin of Catha- 
rine Kuhn, an ignorant young German girl. 
The girl found out after two or three weeks 
that he was a married man, the paper a for- 
gery, and that she had been basely wronged.

‘THAT POISON ING PLOT. 


| Some Sensational ‘Developments 


Yesterday in This Wonderful 
Tale of Two Cities. 


Boston’s Mysterious Prisoner Proves 
to Be the Wife of a Police 
Officer. 


Prominent People at Baltimore Involved 


The Story of Young Mellen’s 
Marriage. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 27.—[Special. A sensa- 
tion was created in some circles in Boston this 
morning when it was known that the mysteri- 
ous woman who was arrested on the charge of 
soliciting another person to murder a woman 
in Baltimore was Mrs. Emma Coolidge, wife of 
Police-Officer James E. Coolidge. Mrs. Coolidge 
for some time kept a high-toned lodging-house 
at No. 57 Chandler street, and on that account 
her present predicament seems all the more 
strange to those who were intimately 
acquainted with and respected ber. The in- 
terview held by the husband with his wife at 
headquarters shortly after 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing was exceedingly pathetic. Shortly before 
8 o'clock this afternoon it leaked out at police 
headquarters that Mrs. Coolidge would be ar 
raigned in the Municipal Court. The report 
flew rapidly, and the court-room was crowded 
with spectators, among whom members of the 
bar seemed to predominate. 

At about five minutes before 8 o'clock the 
prisoner appeared in the court-room, escorted 
by Inspector William B. Watts Jr. Her face 
showed evident signs of the mental anguish 
she bad undergone during her incarceration. 
She was at once ushered into the dock, and a 
few moments later Judge Parmenter took his 


seat on the bench. The Hon. Joseph Bennett 


appeared on behalf of the prisoner and the 
case was continued until Dec. II, the 
prisoner being deld in 35,000 . bail, 
which, it is understood, was furnished later on. 

An interview was had today with Mrs. Charies 
A. Millen of Revere, Mass., who formeriy 
boarded in Mrs. Coolidge’s house. Did you 
ever know her to mention a friend in Balti- 
more?“ was asked.

near friend in Baltimore named Mellen who 
kept a hotel there, but before she went further 
ber manner changed and she at once checked 
ber conversation, and closed by requestuig me 
to say nothing ‘whatever of what she 
had mentioned. I was with her quite a 
While —longer, in fact, than my husband wished 
metobe. He did not iike her at all. He 
thought Mr. Coolidge a very honorable man. 


Mrs. Coolidge is a person who is gifted with an 


amount of ability as a business-woman, and is 
also considerably conceited. I think it is in 
this way if any that she has been led into the 


ease. She is fully capable of looking out for 


herself, being as keen a woman as tbere is in 
Roston.

Mrs. Coolidge claimed that she did not in- 
tend to allow the murder to be committed, but 
wanted to get hoid of the money ($1,000) and 
keep it. She also claims that she was dragged 
iuto it, but does not say how. The husband 
knew nothing of the elder Mellen, the father- 
in-law of the intended victim of the alleged 
conspiracy, and says be has no idea how his 
wife became acquainted with bim or was in- 
duced to enter the plot. 

A dispatch from Baltimore says: * 


The father-in-law in the case, who is alleged to 
be the ringleader in the crime, and who, it is said, 
desired the murder of his son’s wife, is William A, 
L. Mellen, proprietor of the St. James Hotel here. 
His son’s name is Edward Mellen. It was proposed 
to commit the crime at No. 214 North Hutaw 
street. n thoroughfare in the high-toned 
portion of this city. The accounts of the 
great conspiracy published in the New York 
and local papers have reached the eye of Edward 
Mellen. Heexpressed the greatest sorrow at the 
developments, and it is said that he refuses to be- 
lieve the story, and says there must be some ter- 
rible mistake in the matter. His wife does not yet 
know of the affair and he is endeavoring to keep it 
from her. He declines to say anything about the 
case in any form, except to assert his belief in his 
father’s innocence of any attempt to kill his wife. 
His mother, who is one of the finest women in this 
city. is ignorant, so farasis known, of the mar- 
riage of her son and the birth of the child. Great 
commiseration is expressed for her by the public. 
At the St. James Hotel intense interest is mani- 


fested. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 27.—{Special.|—The 
publication bere today of dispatches from Bos- 
ton announcing the discovery of what ap- 
peared to be a horrible conspiracy to murder 
the wife of a Baltimore man created a great 
sensation. The mystery surrounding the case, 
and the refusal of the police to disclose any 
particulars, added to the interest manifested. 
The story from Boston indicatea that the name 
of the principal in the case was Mellen. The 
dispatehes told how a rich father of a son 
who had married a servant in the family 
plotted with a woman, who, in turn, plotted 
with a Boston rough, to “remove” the 
young wife from this world. Assistant Dis- 
trict-Attorney Dacey of Boston, with an officer 
of that city, arrived bere this morning and had 
along conference with the State’s Attorney 
and Chief of Police.

A GREAT STORM OFF THE COAST OF LABRA- 
DOR SENDS MANY BOATS AND 100 MEN TO 
THE BOTTOM—THE TERRIBLE SUFFERINGS | 
OF THE SURVIVORS. 

Ha.iFAax, N. G., Oct. 27.—A dispatch received 
today from St. Johns, N. F., says: A great 
storm raged off the coart of Labrador Oct. 11, 
doing immense damage among the fishing fleet. 
Eighty vessels were wrecked or driven ashore, 
and at least seventy men from the crews of 
the vessels lost their lives. Two thousand per- 
sons are now ashore in a destitute condition. 
The news created great excitement here. 
Steamers will be immediately dispatched to the 
scene of the disasters with provisions, oloth- 
ing, and other comforts for the use ot the cast- 
aways.

WasHinaton, D. C., Oct, 27.-—|Special.]— 
The President has issued the order limiting the 
hours during which he will see persons on pub- 
lic business, referred to in these dispatches 
yesterday, and in addition announces that after 
tne Ist of November he will see neither appli- 
cants for office nor the advocates of applicants 
for office. And this order is intended to apply 
to Congressmen as well as to all other classes 
of officeseekers. The President in conversing 
about this order has said that he bas given 
nearly all bie time since the 4th of 
March to officeseekers and their friends 
that for weeks together the same 
men have come to the White House two or 
three times each week seeking the same office 
and teiling the same story; that ‘his patience 
was exhausted and his time consumed by the 
reiteration of these hackneyed appeals; that 
since be had returned from bis vacation be 
bad not bad an opportunity to open a book 
with a view to the preparation of his message; 
that the time bad come when be must find an 
‘opportunity to consider public questions, and 
that be should, until the meeting of 
Congress at least, refer to the de 
partments all applications for office, and 
only personally give audience to those who 
come to see bim on public business. In the 
term public business he does not include 
office seeking. The President at different times 
has contemplated issuing such an order as 
this, but it bas not seemed to him until now 
that be could venture to refuse to listen to 
every one that has called upon him. Follow- 
ing is the text of the order: 


EXECUTIVE MANSION. Oct. 27, 1885.—For nearly 
eight months a large share of the time of the Pres- 
ident has been devoted to the hearmg of <applica- 
tions for office and the determination of appoint- 
ments.

respects. On all other days and times during that 
month he will receive only Cabinet officers and 
heads of departments. 
THE CABINET AND ITS PROGRAM. 

The Cabinet has decided to follow the trad. 
tional custom of giving out the reports of the 
bureau officers and of the Cabinet officers 
themselves prior to the meeting of Congress. 
This is contrary to the original views of the 
members of the Cabinet, who have not been 
accustomed to the Washington news methods. 
They had issued the strictest orders that none 
of the bureau reports should be made public 
until after theirown had been sent to Con- 
gress, but the representations which have 
been made to all the members of the Ad- 
ministration by the press organizations bave 
hed their effect. The Cabinet officers were in- 
formed that if the reports were withheld until 
the assembling of Congress the press agencies 
would simply not undertake to transmit them 
to the country, for all the facilities at their 
command would be required to transmit the 
President's message, the report of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, and the news connected 
with the opening of a new Congress, and that 
even if the news agencies and the telegraph 
would transmit tne belated scores of depart- 
mental reports the newspapers would not find 
room to publish them. 

The Cabinet meeting today was attended by 
all the members except the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, who is out of the city. The session was 
devoted principally to the consideration of 
questions arising under the establishment of 
the boundary line between the United States 
and Mexico, and resulted in the formulation of a 
series of instructions to the officers engaged in 
this service on behalf of the Government. 


THE CHICAGO OFFICES. 

The statement is again made at the White 
House that nothing has been done in the mat- 
ter of the Chicago Appraisership or District- 
Attorneyship, and that it is not expected that 
anything will be done in the immediate future. 
It cannot be ascertained that anything has 
been heard from Mr. Goudy. Those who bave 
kept the closest waich upon the latest develop- 
ments do not think that anything will be heard 
from Chicago before Thursday.

BOURBON COLONIZATION, 

The managers of Mr. Hill’s canvass have 
boasted about their candidate’s strength, and 
have referred to the decreased registration in 
this city in districts which have always been 
Democratic, and a corresponding increase in 
the up-town districts which have been known 
as Republican. The fact has been pointed to 
as an indication that Republicans were apatnet- 
ic, and that Democrats were unusually active. 
Republicans thus far bave been unable to ac- 
count for the increased registration in the 
lower districts of the city, although they draw 
just the opposit conclusion from the Demo- 
crats in regard to the registration in the 
up-town districts. Recent investigation of the 
registration-books in some of the down-town 
districts has revealed a state of things which 
is opening the eyes of Republicans and ex- 
plaining to them the reason of Democratic re- 
joicings. This investigation has discovered 
nothing less than a system of colonization, by 
whicn, in one Assembly district alone—the Sec- 
ond—the Democratic voters will be increased 
at least by 1,000, The registration this year in 
this district is 7,809—-within 184 of the total 
registration of last year. Every other 
Assembly district in the city shows a falling 
off of thousands from that of last year. 

A PROOF OF FRAUD. 

This circumstance in itself would arouse sus- 
picion, but, taken in connection with other 
facts, is almost certain proof of traud. The 
district referred to includes the vicinity of 
Chatham street. This neighborhood is thickly 
settled with lodgmg-houses. Those persons 
who have had the investigations in charge al- 
lege that these lodging-hbouses are filied with 
tramps who are expected to vote at Democratic 
dictation election-day. It is a significant fact 
that in the election districts which are remote 
from the region of lodging-houses there is no 
remarkable increase in registration. Another 
significant fact is that in some houses which 
will turn out a great many voters there were 
none among their lodgers last year.

PREPOSTEROUS ELECTION TABLES. 

The Chieago Herald has taken a turn at 
producing marvelous and startling election 
figures, and it must be conceded that its com- 
pilation excels the most preposterous show-

It groups separately the Northern and South- 
ern States and purports to give the number 
of males over 21 in each State, as compared 
with the votes cast at the election in 1880, 
with a view to prove that there were more 
absentees or non-voters in the North than in 
the South.

ans as full-fledged American citizens and vot- 
ers simply because they are reported in the 
census tables as over 21 years of age! With 
such absurd basis for calculation it is possi- 
ble to make official figures tell most stupen- 
dous lies. 

At the head of this extraordinary table is 
the State of California, which is allowed 
329,000 voters, with an actual vote cast in 
1880 of only 164,000. Now, the census shows 
that the total foreign population of Califor- 
nia in 1880 was 292,874, while 127,374 of the 
foréigners are ranked as voters, which would 
include foreign-born boys over 5 years of 
age! But the Herald’s calculation goes still 
further and counts over 66,000 Chinese, Jap- 
anese, and Indians as lawful voters. If 
nearly one-half the foreigners (counting men, 
women, and children) are to be rated as 
voters, and the Chinese, Japanese, and In- 
dians thrown in to make good measure, it is 
of course easy to prove that there are in Cal- 
ifornia a large numbezof males over 21” 
who do net vote, but it oughtin all conscience 
to be explained that these aliens, minors, and 
unnaturalized foreigners have no right to the 
ballot. 

The showing made in the case of Califgrnia 
is a fair sample of the rest of this remarka- 
ble table. In the Southern States there are 
comparatively few aliens or unnaturalized 
foreigners, and the proportion of male per- 
sons over 21 indicates approximately. the 
number of legal voters. It is true that the 
Herald bases its caiculation on the “official 
figures” of the last census, but in so doing 
it copies and follows blindly some of the most 
glaring and discreditable blunders ever made 
in a public decument. For instance, the 
census of 1880 says the total foreign popula- 
tion in this country at that time was 6,679,- 
943. which is correct, and yet rates 3,072,487 
as males over the age of 21, or nearly one- 
half of the total men, women, and children. 
In Illinois the total foreign population is re- 

ported at 583,576, while of this number 
277,889 were set down as voters over 21, 
whereas the foreign-born voters in this State 
in 1880 numbered less than 100,000, and the 
preposterous character of the statement that 
almost one-half the foreigners in this State 
are males over the age of 21, and voters, 
must be apparent to everybody with a grain 
of sense, 

Many foreigners neglect to take out natur- 
alization papers and never become voters. 
Others fail to become naturalized for years 
after they are eligible, and the bulk of the 
remainder let it run over a year or two. It 
is a liberal estimate to say that there were 4a 
million foreign-born voters in the United 
States in 1880 out of.the total foreign 
lation of 6,679,948. Yet by the ludicrous 
blunder of estimating nearly one-half the 
foreign population as voters, and counting in 
Chinese, Japanese, and Indians as lawful

It is a calculation founded 
on a series of blunders. 


MORE DEMOCRATIC cI VIL-SERVICE 
REFORM. 


The requested resignation of Assistant- 


Secretary Coon of the Treasury Department 
is the latest blunder which has been made by 
the present alleged reform Adwinistration 
and exposes the hollowness of its pretenses 
more clearly and conspicuously than any 
other move it has yet made. When the 
change of Administration occurred Mr. Coon 
went to Mr. Manning and put his place at 
the Secretary’s disposal, notifying him that 
he had always been a Republican and always 
expected to remain one, and that if his place 
was wanted for any other person more in 
sympathy with the Administration he had no 
desire to remain in it a day longer. Mr. 
Manning, however, recognized the eminent 
value of his services and requested him to 
remain, assuring him he should consider it a 
personal favor if he would do so. 

Now comes Secretary Manning, in the face 
of these assurances, and requests his resigna- 
tion, assigning no other reason than that his 
place is wanted for a Democrat, without hav- 
ing the grace even to give Mr. Coon’s letter 
of resignation to the public, because it con- 
tains a somewhat sharp commentary upon 
the extraordinary civil-service methods of 
the Administration. In an interview with 
the Assistant: Secretary he frankly says: 

In my conversation with Mr. Manning I 
asked bim if there was any fault to be found in 
the manner in which I had performed my duty. 
He replied that there was not the slightest 
complaint to be made against me personally or 
officially. He repeated several times that there 
were reasons for his action that I well under- 
stood, meaning of course that it was a political 
move entirely, and I did not question him far- 
ther, as this explanation was satisfactory to 
me. 1 do not find fault with Mr. Manning for 
his action. lama Republican, was in the way. 
was told that my place was wanted, and that 
settied it. My relations with Mr. Manning have 
been pleasant in every way, and we parted 
friends, though of different political opinions. 


Mr. Coon has long been recognized as the 
acting, working head of the Treasury De- 
partment, and it is said that no man has ever 
been more familiar with the important duties 
of the department or has performed them in 
a more faithful or business-like manner. He 
bas never been an offensive partisan—in fact 
never could be, because his duties were 
purely financial and involved the transaction 
of responsible affairs which left him no time 
for anything else. Even the Louisville 
Courier-Journal has to admit he was well 
qualified for his position through an experi 
ence reaching over a quarter of a century, 
and that he is not only not a leader in his 
party, but he is unknown to it and to the 
country at large except in a capacity almost 
wholly clerical.” 

There never was a squarer violation of the 
civil-service reform and of the reiterated 
declarations of the President and his friends 
that this is to be a reform Administration 
and that the offices must be managed upon 


business principles. In fact, the retention of . 


Mr. Coon to the present time has been point- 
ed to by the reformers as a conspicuous illus- 
tration of Mr. Cleveland’s devotion to princi- 
ple and the sincerity of his utterances in this 
direction. There is no view of the affair that 
is defensible. His place was wanted for a 
partisan Democrat who would use it for the 
benefit of his party, and in view of this ne- 
cessity a quarter of a century’s experience 
and faithful devotion to business trusts, with- 
out reference to the needs of any party, 
counted as nothing. If there are any other 
Republicans still holding office who fancy 
that they will be retained under promisas of 
civil-service refurm or because of long and 
faithful performance of duty they ought to 
disabuse themselves of the idea at once. The 
dismissal of Mr. Coon, for his resignation is 
tantamount to dismissal, is a notification to 
them that they will have to go, as well as 
an incontrovertible demonstration of the in- 
sincerity and humbug of the President’s os- 
tentatious declarations in the matter of clean 
politics and businesslike administration of 
the offices. , 


IDAHO FIGHTING POLYGAMY. 

The war against polygamy has at last 
broken out in Idaho and is being prosecuted 
with the same vigor that characterizes the 
struggle in Utah. Mormonism in Idaho is 
not a matter of recent growth. Years ago 
the leaders of the church quietly commenced 
the work of colonizing Mormons in that and 
other adjacent Territories, and conducted 
their propaganda in such a wily and secret 
manner that it did not attract attention until 
the Edmunds law brought the whole question 


| up for discussion and began to excite appre- 


hension among the polygamists. They had 
not only been successful in planting colonies 
in various parts of the Territory, but in some 
counties they were in the majority—Bear 
Lake, for instance, having 4,250 Mormons 
out of 4,500 total population. They gained 
a controlling power in polities, and were able 
to elect sufficient members to the Legislature 
to hold a respectable balance of power. 
When the Cleveland Admipistration came in 
they even entertained the hope of dictating 
the appointment of a Chief Justice who. 
would favor them, inasmuch as they are all 
good Democrats, and they confidently ex- 
pected they would be able to repeal the Test- 
Oath act which had been passed in the Leg- 
islature, and which disfranchises not only all 
persons who practice polygamy but those 
who believe in it or belong to the organiza- 


tion which declares it be one of its doctrines. | 


In this they have been disappointed, for 
the new Chief Justice has affirmed the Test- 
Oath act as constitutional. In addition to this 
hostile act the United States grand jury last 
week brought indictments against twenty- 
nine polygamists under the Edmunds act, 
which applies to ail the Territories, and 
which disfranchises and excludes from juries 
all persons found practicing polygamy. The 
Idaho law aims at all Mormons, because all 
Mormons favor polygamy, whether they prac- 
tice it or not. They will probably fight the 
act against the decision of the Chief Justice; 
but even should they succeed in breaking 
22 its constitutionality the Edmunds act

GERMAN AND SCANDINAVIAN SUP- 
PORT OF THE ELECTION LAW. | 
The articles in ae (Rep.), in 

the Staats-Zeitung m the Scan- 
dinavian papers adv 
the new City Election law reflect the senti- 
ments of the vast majority of Germans and 
Scandinavians in this city, and they also 
voice the favorable opinion of every German 


and Scandinavian newspaper published in 


this community. For thirty years of our 
political history—for it is within that period 
that violence and fraud have characterized 
municipal and county elections—the Germans 
and Scandinavians have on every occasion 
arrayed the mselves on the side of a free vote 
and a tair count and an honest election. 

The names of repeaters, ballot-box stuffers, 
and fine-workers have never appeared in 
criminal prosecutions from these nationall- 
ties. There is not a man among them known 
to be in favor of fraud or violence or crooked 
work at the polls, There is not a man among 
them known to be a repeater, patent- 
affidavit swearer, or a ballot-box stuffer, 
or who is engaged in the nefarious 
work of manufacturing false regis 
tration lists or forged tally-sheets. 
As the German press says: There is not a 
man to be found among them who is not in 
favor of all that can be done to protect the 
honest and to punish the dishonest voter.” In 
the German wards of this city there is no 
disorder, drunkenness, or rowdyism. Every- 
thing is quiet and peaceable, and legal voters 
are as safe in depositing their votes as they 
are in the distinctively American wards, The 
crooked work and violence which disgrace 
some of the wards in this city are not prac- 
ticed by Germans or Scandinavians, but by 
men of another nationality, as was shown in 


the frauds of last spring’s election, every one 


of which occurred outside the German and 
Scandinavian wards, If all the wards in this 
city were like the German wards there would 
be no necessity for the new Electionlaw. The 
old law would be honestly carried out and 
would be a sufficient guarantee of honest 
elections. 

The voters who belong to these two na- 
tionalities are generally earnest supporters of 
the law, and they will be found at the polls 
next Tuesday voting and working for its 
adoption. If it is defeated the victory for 
election frauds “and swindling will be 
achieved outside of these nationalities. 
Though they are at political variance, all the 
German and Scandinavian papers are hearti- 
ly advocating the law, and the voters of 
those nationalities, are just as decidedly in 
favor of it as their political organs, and they 
will join hands wü the decent, law-abiding 
men of all classes in its support at the polls. 
They would as soon think of bribing juries 
or corrupting Judges as they would of oppos- 
ing a law which provides for honest elections, 


Tux four alleged Democratic Senators in 
Hamilton County, Ohio, have been counted 
in by County Clerk Dalton, but they have 
not yet got their certificates. The court’s in- 
junction stands in the way until by a manda- 
mus the returns can be purged of fraud. It 
is possible that the boodle gang’s attempt to 
steal a majority in the State Senate may yet 
be baffled, if justice can have her way. Not 
one of these men was elected honestly to 
the place he is claiming. The gang, how- 
ever, will make a desperate fight to get them 
in; for, failing that, it will lose its last hold 
upon power. If it lose these four men, the 
Republicans will have the Senate; and, as 
they already have the House by six majority, 
they will make short work of the infamous 
State machinery and of the police Mullens 
by whose aid they have made honest elec- 
tions in Hamilton County well-nigh impossi- 
ble. 

The vote at an election of President is 
always greater than at a State election; but 
under Democrati¢ registering, voting, and 
counting the election in Cincinnati was an 
exception to all rules.

The rumor is current at 
Rangoon that revolution has broken 


out at Mandalay and that Theebaw 


has deen murdered. There will be lit- 


tle sorrow over the tragic taking off 


of the bloodthirsty monarch, but the fact that 


mighty England has been defied by this petty 
potentate whose dominions bang as a mere ap- 
pendage on India, whose subjects number 
about half the population of London, whose 
access to the sea is closed by British territory, 
and whose conduct of his regal functions has 
been such as to alienate from him every 
one of 
the creatures of, or panderers to, his pleasures, 
have at least won him a reputation for brav- 
ery in his last hours. The latest advices from 
Mandalay had pictured Theebaw as scorning 
pacific negotiations and fortifying every availa- 
ble point on the proposed line of 
the British advance. Still, the very ef- 
trontery he manifested was, after 
all, the evidence of stupidity and wronghead- 
edness which suggested derangement of mind. 
King Theebaw bad quurreled with the British 
Trading Company, which paid a certain tribute 
and furnished a great part of such revenues as 
he enjoyed. Without a shadow of proof be 
chose to adjudge the company guilty of keep- 
ing back part of his dues, and inflicted 
upon it, through his Ministers, the fine of 
about £250,000. It was thought that he 
considered himself backed up by the French, 
who were believed to be intriguing in Burmah, 
but France had the good sense to refuse to 
meddle with what was virtually a dependency 
to Great Britain—and also, probably, because 
the Gallic nation has no real access at all to 
Burmah except through British territory, and 
could not send asoldier or a gun to the as- 
sistance of King Theebaw in bis own country. 


[it is an indisputable fact that Theebaw, whose 
name has been so unpleasantly famous—or 
infamous—owed his position e¢ftirely to the 
chief Queen. His father, Moung Lohn, was 
an exceedingly pious Buddhist, and enjoyed 
the reputation of being more learned in 
the Pali texte than any monk in the coun- 
try. He rejoiced more in his title of Con-

The Theebaw Prince was during all his 

early youth under a cloud. His mother had been 


relegated toa convent for misbehavior, and thare .

But after his two years in the English mission 
school in Mandalay Theebaw went into a Buddhist 
monastery, and in due time came up for examina- 
tion in the sacred books. He passed with very great 
eredit the test as Patama Byan, qualifying him for 
admission as a full-robed brother of the Sacred 
Order. This secured for him the attention of 
his father, and thenceforward the Prince-ascetic 
was a great favorit in the palace. But still he was 
not designated as the successor. On his déath-bed 
the King named the Nyoung Yan Prince, aiso a 
pious man and well versed in the holy books, and 
it was even then a considerable surprise to 
the surrounding Ministers when he added 

should be heir 


of his yel- 
low robe, was still 80 far in the world of passion as 
to be deeply in love with nis half-sister, and that 
her younger sister, afterwards chief Queen, was 
equally fond of him. Their mother, au exceeding- 
ly ambitious woman, determined to climb into pow- 
er as Queen Dowager by theif means. She there- 
fore unfolded her plans to the most powerful among 
the Ministers, and soon obtained thelr support. 
The whole weight of Ministerial authority was 
thrown in for Theebaw, and what resuited is mat- 
ter of history. All the elder Princes were seized 
and locked up, with the exception of the Nyoung 
Yan and bis brother, who sought sanctuary in the 
British Residency, and eventually got away in 
safety. 

Theebaw was consecrated King, dut he was 
crossed in love. ‘The elder sister, Salin Soo- 
Payah, declined to marry him and carried her ob- 
jection so far that she cut off ber hair and took 
refuge in a nunnery. The new King therefore con- 
tented himself with the younger sister, the Soo- 
Puwah-Lat. That young lady very speedily as- 
serted ber authority. The Burmese persistently 
assert that she was the instigator of the 
massacref, and that she makes her position 
secure by fostering the King’s taste 
ior strong drink. Her supremacy was made 
patent by the fact that she remained 
sole Queen. The usual rule is that there are four 
chief Queens, those of the South, North, Bast, and 
West Palaces, ranking in that order, but Theéebaw 
was kept the husband of one wife. It cannot be 
said that this was due to inclination on his part. 
here are many terribie stories of the fate of pal- 
ace maidens on whom the King had looked too 
fondly. Tales of redbot needles thrust under 
the finger nails, suspension by the ankles 
with heavy weights tied around the neck, 
and so on, effectpally deterred the maids 
of honor from aspiring to the royal 
favor. The Soo-Payah-Lat’s first child was 4 son, 
but he died in the small-pox epidemic of 1880 be- 
fore he was a year old. Then came two daughters, 
and the King began to be anx‘ous about the per- 
petuation of his line. The lordiy demeanor of the 
Queen and the royal mother-in-law had raised up 
many enemies in the palace, and the royal astrolo- 
gers secretly announced to King Theebaw that there 
was a epell thrown over the Soo- Payah- Lat, and that 
she would never bear him an heir. Thereupon his 
Majesty took to himself the granddaughter of the 
Khampat Min-Gyee, the Secretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs, and the daughter of the Pehn A-Twin- Woon, 
one of the four Ministers of the Interior.“ These 
ladies had to be shifted about from place to place 
to escape the machinations of the offended 
Queen, and eventually the latter was discarded 
and the Min-Gyee’s granddaughter installed in a 

ing of the palace under a guard of soldiery. 

eanvwhile, constant violent scenes were wit- 
nessed in the palace between his Majesty and the 
Soo- Payah-Lat, and it was even reported that he 
had wounded her, and that her reproaches and 
violence had driven him to the drinking bout of 
the beginning of the year.

With 
him were all the most notorious champions of 
the National party and haters of the English. 
They were entirely bound up with the Soo-Payahb- 
Lat, and her disgrace must inevitably result to 
their ruin, so that they took a most direct interest 
in the King’s marrying a new Queen. During & 
severe iliness of Theebaw they schemed for the 


succession of the Nyoung Yan Prince to the throne, ° 


but this it seems was divulged and brought about 


their downfall. Theebaw got wind of the intrigues, 


summarily settied the question by clapping the

ALEXANDER’S SORRY POSITION. 

Vienna and Berlin advices fail to confirm 
the report from St. Petersburg that the Ozar 
had promised to recognize Prince Alexander as 
the Governor of Eastern Roumelia upon cer- 
tain conditions. The story is generally dis- 
credited, and it is corsidered more prob- 
able that the young Priuce will either be 
forced to abdicate or be murdered, A per 
sonal friend of his, living in his native city of 
Darmstadt, recently received a despondent let- 
ter from the Prince. He depicted the situa- 
tion as alarming, if not hopeless, and 
expressed gloomy forebudings for the 
future, He said that he was 
surrounded on all sides by a perfect network 
of conspiracy and intrigue so that he did not 
know whether there was a single friend about 
him whom he could thoroughly trust. 

WALDEMAR ON TSE TOP WAVE. 

On the other hand, Prince Waldemar of Den- 
mark, who bas often been mentioned as the 
possibie successor of Prince Alexander, seems 
to be on the top wave of good fortune. He is 
popular in court circles at St. Petersburg, and 
through the influence of his sister, the Czarina, 
is in high favor with the Czar. It has 
just been ascertained that during the 
Crar's recent visit to Deumark he arranged 
to give a grand wedding present to his brother- 
in-law on the occasion of the latter’s marriage 
to Princess Marie of Orleans. The Czar mys 
teriousig purchased a villa near Copenhagen, 
and there Was considerable. speculation as to 
his object. He has now gi orders to have 
the villa pulled down anda palatial chiteau 
erected on its site. The chateau is to be su- 
perbly furnished, and is then‘to be presented 
as &@ bridal gift to Prince Waldemar. 

THE LATEST FROM THE POWERS. 

The latest communication from the Powers 
to the Servian Government promised that the 
status quo ante in Roumelia would be restored, 
and demanded that the Servian army be de- 
mobilized. 

THE BULGARIAN PREMIER INTERVIRWED.. 

St. PeTERSBURG, Oct. 27.—The Novoe Vremyat 
pubiishes an interview which its correspondent 
at Philippopolis had with M. Karavloff, the 
Bulgarian Premier. M. Karavioff denied that 
Bulgaria bad any agreement with England or 
Austria betore the Roumelian rebellion respect- 
ing the union of Bulgaria and Roumelia, but 
that they acted on their own responsibility in 
bringimg about the union. “If there was any 
instigation in the matter,“ said the Bulgarian 
Premier, it was Russia, whose Coosui-General 
at Philippopolis, M. Sorokin, first agitated the 
union and hoped to start a paper at Philippop- 
olis, devoted to the cause of the union, with 
Bulgarian money. When I entered the Minis- 
try, believing the game dangerous, I stopped 
the subsidy of the Bulgarian Government to 
the newspaper and also forbade meetings of 
unionists in Bulgaria.”’ 

M. Karaviloff reaffirmed the statement that 
Prince Alexander had notified Russia of the in- 
tention of Roumelia to unite with Bulgaria, 
and that Roumelia was willing to continue 
Turkish suzerainty, but would not cede an inch 
of territory. In conclusion the Bulgarian Pre- 
mier said: 

“If Turkey declares war we alone are able 
to raise Macedonia in three days. A European 
war is none of our business, and we are not 
alarmed at the armaments of Greece, as her 
army is far from being terrible.“ 

RUSSIAN FEARS. 

The Novoe Vremya and the Moscow Gazette, in 
editorials today, state that they are skeptical of 
the benefit of the conference of the Powers 


on the Roumelian question, and fear that it 
will injure Russian interests. Russia has noti- 
fied foreign banks of the probable early with- 
drawal of her deposits. The Russian press con- 
siders this step a political one. 


THE ARMSTRONG ABDUCTION CASE 
STARTLING TESTIMONY GIVEN BY DR. SMITH— 
LITTLE ELIZA CHLOROFORMED. 


LOnpDON, Oct. 27.—|Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.]—The trial of the defend- 
ants in the Eliza Armstrong abduction case 
continues to attract large crowds. The pro- 
ceedings today were rather tame until a discus- 
sion arose between the lawyers for the 
defense and the crown with re- 
gard to a ocertain portion of the evi- 
dence of the witness, Mrs. Broughton, in which 
the conversation that passed between Mrs. 
Broughton and Mrs. Armstrong at the time 
uf negotiations for the services of Eliza, as 
testified to by the former, was questioned. A 
reference was finally made to the Judge’s 
shorthand notes. It was found that, notwith- 
standing the facts that Mrs. Broughton at one 
time during yesterday’s proceedings testified 
that Mrs. Armstrong bad never asked her 
about Mrs. Jarrett’s character, later on she 
had declared in the course of ber evidence that 
Mrs. Armstrong said she would never let her 
daughter become an inmate of an assignation 
house. The Judge’s notes were fully confirmed 


in this respect by those of the jury. 


A PROFOUND SENSATION. 

The most startling testimony in today’s pro- 
ceedings was that given by Dr. Smith, Herley 
street, one of the crown witnesses. He testi- 
fied that he chloroformed and examined the 
girl Eliza, and certified to her virginity at the 
request of Mr, Stead of the Pail Mali Ga- 
zette and Mr. Bramwell Booth, the 
brother of Gen. Booth of the Salvation 
Army. The testimony of the physician 
was listened to with breathless interest, and 
created a profound sensation. Mr. Stead paid 
Dr. Smith three guineas for the examination of 
Eliza. Mrs. Jarrett was in bed, awake, in the 
same bedroom at the time. Dr. Smith was a 
frieud of the Salvation Army. He had never 
performed such an examination before. 

A FRIVOLOUS IF NOT BRUTAL COURSE. 

Many people are incensed by these repeated 
and bumiliating examinations of the girl, and 
ask why Dr. Smith should not be punished for 
maltreating her in same way that was done 
by the other people in whose hands she has 
been. It was never charged that the girl had 
been seduced, and she has already been med- 
ically examined several times. The course of 
the prosecution and Dr. Smith therefore ap 
pears to have been at least frivoious and un- 
necessary, if not absolutely brutal. 

THE BUBBLE BURST. 

Says another correspondent: “The Pall M 
Gazette bubble burst utterly today at the jury 
trial of Mr. Stead now proceeding. Dr. Harwood 
Smith, a new and surprising witness, appeared 
for the crown. He testified that near midnight 
June 8 Mr. Stead and Mrs. Jarrett, the procur- 
ess, brought Eliza Armstrong to bis house for 
medical examination; that he declined to have 
this examination there, but that at 2 o'clock a. 
m. he met them by appointment at a house 
not far away, where chloroform was adminis 
tered to the child. She responded fully 
to its effect, and then he made a 
medicai examination under employment by Mr. 
Stead, to whom he gave a certificate for a fee

political motion. Convention after convention 
registers, with mathematical precision, the se- 
lection of candiaates made in agreement with 
Mr. Parnell and his colleagues. These unani- 
mous adoptions are becoming monotonous. 
Rumors of revolt and opposition die away as 
the moment for action arrives. This was pre- 
eminently the case in Cavan, which feil to the 
lot of Mr. Joseph Biggar, the father of obstruc- 
tion ists, and Mr. O’Hanlon, a Deery merchant, 
who is descended from the famous chief. 
Thus, step by step, the old Irish seem to be 


winning back power and wealth, driving out 


tbe Crum wellians and the Williamites who have 
fafied to conciliate the people among whom 
they are planted. 

As the Nationalist movement pushes north 
it is probable that the Orange Loyalists will re- 
sent the triumpbal progress of the Parnellites, 
and will break the monotony of political ac- 
quiescence which has hitherto distinguished 
the campaign. 

REPRESENTATIVE MEETINGS. 

There can be small doubt of the absolutely 
representative character of these assemblies. 
Tenant farmers, traders, and laborers, with a 
very slight sprinkling of lawyers, doctors, and 
attorneys, and a full revrésentation of the 
clergy, compose the convention, and reflect as 
fairly as possible all interests and classes of 
the population except those of landlords and 
officiais. The majority is made of men belong- 
ing to the farming classes, but the leaders are 
ohiefiy drawn from the well-to-do and edu- 
cated elements of the population. There 
is about the delegates an air 
of rude energy. Their attire is homely, 
few even taking the trouble to put on their best 
clothes. They are gathered from all points of 
the country, and are frequently travel-stained 
and even slovenly; but they are strong-feat- 
ured, silent, earnest men, very different from 
stage Irishmen or brawling patriots. Buncombe 
speeches ana appeals to class prejudice do not 
easily move them from a common-sense view 
of the situation. ä 

TWO STRIKING CASES. 5 

To take two examples; On one occasion a 
priest tried to create a prejudice against a 
noxious candidate on the ground that no 
farmer bad been nominated. A tenant-farmer 
immediately arose and replied that if tenant- 
farmers had been devetident for advocates on 
mon of their own class they could never have 


achieved the reforms’ which had been accom- - 


plished by the parliamentary party. This 
deciaration was cheered to the echo, and the 
candidate was adopted. 

In another convention the candidate was vehe- 
mently opposed on the ground that he was a 
landlord, but an elaborate speech, appealing to 
the strongest prejudices of the delegates, was 
answered in a dozen words by a rough-looking 
peasant clad in frieze: 

“Would the gintleman plaze tell us isn’t Mr. 
Parnell a landlord?’ 

The effect of this short speech was decisive. 
It settled the question. The Jandlord was nom- 
inated, 

Many rustic delegates, however, dispiay ora- 
tory which only needs cultivation to make 
them serious antagonists in parliamentary de- 
bates. This is really an astonishing feature of 
these ** peasant parliaments.”

London lawsuits which resulted in the deciara- 
tion that Mrs. Langtry paid her husband a sai- 
ary on condition that he “does not molest 
ber” have occasioned widespread comment of 
a character the reverse of complimentary to that 
unfortunate man, the husband of a professional 
beauty. A man well known in New York, and 
a member of several prominent clubs, author- 
izes the publicauon of these facts. He says: 
Some two or three years ago Mr. Langtry came 
to this country and refused, as will be remem- 
bered, to make any statement to the press 
of the reasons for his visit. During his 
stay in America be was for the greater part of 
the time my guest at my piace in the. country, 
and since his return we have kept up a corre- 
spondence at intervals. He talked with me 
very freely, and I feel at liberty, under the 
present circumstances, to give publicity to the 
facts gathered from him. According to his 
story, the first discovery of Mrs, Langtry in 
the Island of Jersey was made by thé Duke of 
Bedford. He was very much struck by 
her beauty, and paid ber a great deal 
of attention. At that time Mr. and Mrs. Lang- 
try were living in affluent circumstances on 
the income of his property, which amounted, 
he claims, to £46,000, or nearly a quarter of u 
million dollars. : 
_ THE PRINCE HEARS OF HER. 

On his return to London from nis visit the 
Prince of Wales heard so much from Bed- 
ford of the extraordinary beauty of 
Mrs. Langtry that at his request that 
man accompanied him on a trip to 
Jersey for the purpose of meeting the now 
famous beauty. The heir-apparent was as 
much pleased with Mrs. Langtry as was 
his friend, and he suggested that she 
make her dévut in London society, of- 
fering to make it bis business to request 
certain ladies in London society to act 
as her sponsors. The offer was gladiy accept- 
ed by the woman, whose head was already a 
little turmed by the attention ber charms at- 
tracted. None of these proceedings were, 
however, looked upon with favor by Mr. Lang- 
try, who-foresaw that be was about to bid 
farewell forever to his quiet, peaceful. 
life. He is represented as being a big, good- 
natured, kindly man, of the type who love 
dogs, horses, and guns, and country sports, al! 
of which, with a good home and the respect of 
his neighbors, his income was sufficient to se- 
cure him for life. 

SHE SCORES AN IMMEDIATE SUCCESS. 

Once launched in London society Mrs. Lang- 
try’s success was immediate, and ber easy- 
going, good-natured husband was hoping all 
the time that before long they would return 
to their quiet home. The result was that iu 
time be found that his wife’s 
extravagance had eaten up his en- 
tire fortune. The  triumpha of the 
art of Parisian men-milliners are expensive 
luxuries, and they soon exhausted a fortune 
small in comparison with those possessed by 
those in whose society they moved and yet 
lurge in the eyes of most people. It was then 
that Mr. Langtry put his foot down and 
said: Tam ruin fluancially. This farce is 
played out. You married me for better, for 
worse, for richer, for poorer. You have had 
all the fat. You must now take the lean. I 
have sufficient influence to secure a Govern- 
ment appointment. We will retire from so- 
eiety, take a smali house, and settle down to- 
gether like res people for the rest of 
our lives.’ 

SHE WOULD NOT HAVE IT. 

But to this the spoiled beauty would not 
listen fora moment, and she announced her 
intention of going on the stage. Mr. Langtry 
informed ber that if she did so he would never 
live with her again under any circumstances. 
The rupture which then occurred was in re- 
ality final. She declared openly that the only 
man she ever cared for was Sir George Chet- 
wynd; that she did not care a snap of her flu- 
ger whether Langtry lived with her or not, 
and ended by running off to the Continent 
with Chetwynd, where they traveled under an 
assumed name. 

THEY WERE FOUND OUT. 

Now, for a man and woman as well *nown as 
they were to attempt to conceal their identity 
was an absurdity. They were quickly recog- 
nized, and society in London knew of their es- 
capade in less than a week. Naturally, when 
they returned to London the doors of so- 
ciety were closed, for this reason, 
and not because she went on the stage. 
It was Mre. Pagot, the daughter of 
Mrs. Paran Stevens, who, knowing these facts, 
saw to it that Mrs. Langtry’s introductions 
were ignored and that she was not received in 
society in New York. At this time Mr. and Mrs. 
Langiry separated. reason for not procur- 
ing a divorce at the time is said to be, not that 
he ever intended to live with her again, but 
that under the laws of Jersey, which was 
ceded by France to England on certain pecul- 
jar conditions (the best-known one of which is 
that it remains a free port of entry), no such 
thing as a divorce is granted. 


At any rate, it was Mrs. Langtry who pro- 


posed to pay to Mr. Langtry a portion of her 
earnings on the stage, not as a salary not to 
molest her,” but for the purpose of paying 
back in part at least the fortune she had 
squandered. After consulting his friends, 
Langtry agreed to permit her to do this. The 
agreement, however, bas never been carried out 
in the way it was intended to have been per- 
formed.

Lonsdale was infatuated with the woman who, 
as has been said, cares for no one but Chet- 
wynd, and it was in a fit of jealous rage occa- 
sioned by some slight, real or fancied, 
put upon him by the fair Lily 
in order to show her preference for 
Chetwynd, that he attacked his former friend 
when they were both riding in Hyde Park. 
Mr. Freddie Gebbard’s attentions, too, have 
been tolerated only faute de miesne, notwith- 
standing the famous $24,000 diamond bracelet 
and other presents be has lavished upon 
her. Upon his return to London 
by the Etruria recently, however, he 
advertised the fact thatit was to see Mrs. 
Langtry by placing openly on the purser’s 
table when in Queenstown a long dispatch to 
Mrs. Langtry at Manchester announeing bis 
arrival and asking her to securefor him rooms 
at the same hotel where she was stopping. 

FREDDY WILL RETURN. | 

As it is understood, however, that it is at Sir 
George Chetwynd’s request that Mrs. Langtry 
has given up ber projected tour and remains 
in England, it is not unlikely that Mr. Gebhard 
will soon return to this city.

THE AMERICAN MISSIONARY ASSOCIATION— 
THE JEWISH MINISTERS OF AMERICA IN 
CONFERENCE—OTHER ITEMS. 

MapIson, Wis., Oct. 27.—{Special.] — The 
thirty-ninth annuel meeting of the American 


: Missionary Association commenced this after- 


noon in the First Congregational Chureh. The 


attendance thus far is 200, principally from tne 


South and Far West, but one or two hundred

After the appointment of the customary com- 
mittees Treasurer R. W. Hubbard of New 
York rendered his annual report. The 
receipts of the association tor the current work 
for the year ending Sept. 13 last were $290,894, 
the expenditures were $306,345, leaving a debt 
on the current year of $15,451, which, in addi- 
tion to the debt of $13,785 last year, makes a 
total debt of $29,237. In addition to the re- 
receipts for current work, the endowments and 
special fund yielded $11,000. The receipts for 
the support of Berea College were $19,378; of 
Hampton Institute, $79,080; of Atlanta Uni- 
a $19,460; making a grand total of $419,- 
8138. „ 

The report of the Executive Committee 
sbowed that in the South the association had in 
charge 112 churches, 119 miss'onaries, of whom 
eighty-nine are. pastors, and 6,881 members. 
There has been great growth in this depart- 
ment, seventeen new churches having been 
organized within the year and numerous suc- 
cessful revivals held. In educational work in 
the South the association bas six char- 
tered institutions, fourteen normal and 
graded schools, thirty-six common 
schools, 250 instructors, and 8,823 
pupils. The mountain white work in Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee bas been prosecuted with 
somewhat remarkable success. Among the 
Indians there are five churches, seven minis- 
ters, and 301 church members, fifteen schools, 
fifty-three teachers, and 706 pupils. This work 
is chiefly in Nebraska and Dakota, among the 
Sioux. The principal stations are Santee, 
Oahe, and Fort Berthold. Among the Chinese 
there are eighteen schools, thirty-eight mis- 
sionaries, and 1,457 enrolled pupils. The av- 
erage attendunce is 310. During the year 171 
Chinese bave, under the ministrarions of the 
association, ceased from idol worship. This 
work is chiefly in California. . 

The Woman's ‘Bureau raised $9,152 during 
the year. The women are doing good werk 
among the poor and degraded of their own sex 
and open direct channels of communication be- 
tweén the lady missionaries in the fleid and the 
Christian women in the churches. The rest of 
the afternoon session was devoted to a con- 
ference of prayer, led by the venerable Cor 
responding Secretary of the association, the 
Rev. Dr. M. E. Strieby of New York.

A HORRIBLE STORY. 

A horrible story of fire and lossof life comes 
from Hobart, Delaware County, this morning, 
which is best told in the wordsof Martha 
Jubeck, a 12-year-old girl, who, gave the follow- 
ing details to the Coroner's jury: 

“The day before the flre,“ she said, “my 
mother and the baby ana myself were up on 
the bill. Mother laid the baby on the ground 
and pilled u lot of dry brush together. She 
took some matches out of ber pocket 
and said she intended to burn herself 
and baby on the brusb pile, and that if I 
wanted to go with them to Heaven she 
would put on more brush and I could lie down 
and burn too. iIsnatched the metches out of 
mother’s hand and took the baby up in my 
arms and would not let mother have him, and 
I coaxed her to go home with me. The morn- 
ing of the fire | woke up hearing the baby cry. 
The house was all smoky. I jumped out of bed 
and called to mother. She did not answer me. 
1 ran to her door, and it was locked. I could 
hear ber soothing the baby and crying. 1 ran 
back to my room and waked my little brothers 
and dressed myself quickly. I then started to 
get them out of the bouse, as I knew it must 
be on fire. When I got them to the frént door 
I found that a barrel of flour had been placed 
against it so that it could not be opened. 1 
heard fire crackling and was almost choked 
with smoke. Ido not know how I ever moved 
the heavy barrel of flour, but I got it far 
enough to open the door so we could get. out. 
When I got my brothers out of doors I ran to 
a window in my mother’s room. I looked in.-I 
could hear the baby screaming. The room was 
black with smoke and mother was lying on the 
floor. She had tirewood piled around her like 
a bird’s nest. It was biazing nich. It was so 
awful that I think I must bave gone crazy, for 
I don’t remember anything more. When Mr. 
Hanford asked me where motber and baby 
were, and 1 told-him they had gone to the bill, 
I think tune scene with mother and the brush 
pile and what she said there ‘must have been 
on my mind. We all lived happily together 
Always. ,

Our State 
Board of Health should appoint competent 
medical inepectors to supervise the companies 
in this State which supply the virus, and pro- 
bibit the sale in this State of virus from out of 
this State unless they are under competent 
medical supervision. Now is the time to act, 
tor our druggists are loading up with virus, 
and the small-pox is not far off.

THE NEW POSPAL-CARDS CON TRAOT. 

Mount P.ieasant, Ia., Oct. 26.—/ Editor of 
The Tribune. —Some months ago, with quite a 
flourish of trumpets in the Administration 
organs, it was announced that the new Post- 
master-General bad made a contract fo: 
postal-cards which would effect a great saving 
over tne previous one of his Republican prede- 
cessor.”’ 

There was nothing singular in this. The 
„ change had taken place, values were de- 
pressed, and operatives in ail lines of employ- 
ment were working at reduced rates. If the 
Administration wisbes to claim the credit of 
bringing about this state of affairs I will aot 
cuntest it. 

But bow have the promises of cheaper postal- 
cards been kept? Allover the country there 
has been a postal-card famine, and when the 
stock left over from the last Administration 
was exhausted no others have been supplied 
for the use of the people. It bas been almost 
impossible for the last two months to obtain 
them at this office, and there are note here 
now. They are of Republican parentage, and 
the Democratic Administration doesn’t seem to 
take kindiy to them. People are obliged to 
pay two cents where one should do, and I 
venture to say that this pretended saving of 
the new Postmaster-General hus cost the 
country (the people I mean) $2 where it has 
saved $1. 

It was reported as the outcome of this false 


imdeconomy that the first baton of postal-cards 


was of such inferior quality they had to be re- 
turned. Like the soap-and-towel economies in 
the departments at Washington, this is an era 
of small savings—a spigot retrenchment and 
bung-bole waste. Instead of such faise econo- 
my a reduction of the bonded debt ot the coun- 
try. with the increasing surpius in the Treasu- 
ry. as was the rule of the Repubiican Adminis- 
tion, would have saved millions to the people, 
but nothing better couid be expected of the 
small-calibre men the Buffalo Mayor bas drawn 
around iim 60 as not to overshadow him.

shows, that be owned property valued at 
$10,000. Officer Bartlett investigated the own- 


ership of the property for Justice Kersten, and 


the Recorder’s clerks told him that Palmer did 
not own and had no ciaim against that particu- 
lar piece of property. The court then issueda 
warrant charging him with perjury. The pris- 
over took a changé of venue to Justice 
Hawkinson, and that court not bemg 
on duty the case. went to Justice 
Barker, who placed Palmer under $2,000 
bail till Monday for further examination.

State’s-Attorney Grinnel! took advan- 
tage of the prisoner's incarceration and 
promptly brought bis case before the grand 
jury-yesterday. Police Court Clerk Meier, Of- 
ficer Bartlett, and the employés of the Hecord- 
er's office furnished the evidence upon which 
the indictment was based. 

Alonzo Fanning was convicted by a jury in 
Judge Williamson's court yesterday of stealing 
three silk dresses from the firm of Armstrong 
& Co., Nos. 188 and 140 State street, and given 
a term of three years in the penitentiary. The 
evidence showed that Fanning told the man- 
ager at the store that he was sent there 
by an actress at Mevicker's Theatre to 
borrow the dresses, and he proposed to 
give the lender a number of tickets for the 
play in acknowledgment of the accommoda- 
tion. Flattered with the prospect of getting 
free seats in McVicker’s, the manager lent the 
three dresses which Fanning selected, and sent 
them witha young clerk to No. 50 Harrison 
street. Fanning took the garments and went 
into another room, remaining there so long 
that the clerk became suspicious and tried to 
enter. Hecould not get in, but the goods 
were found afterward and Fannimg taken.

Mr. Decency goes on 
to say that no warning can be expected from 
country newspapers, because they make it a 
rule to praise every show given at a leading 
play-house for the consideration of a few 
tickets. 

Mr. Williams, who is now playmg at Mem- 
phis, claims the article was written by a man 
who was disappointed about some tickets he 
desired, but which could not de given because 
the house was too full and none were left.

carloads. The arbitrary percentage against 
to latter class as now represented by the 
classification in making rates for car-load ship- 
ments, and higher rates for less lots, applies 
on the following articles: 

Dried fruit, axle-grease, baking powder, saler- 
atus, soda, starch, breoms, soap, candies, fruit 
butter und preserves, cheese, coffee, fish, salted or 
dried, four, etc., in boxes, sugar, sirup, and mo- 
lasses, raisins, rice, and vinegar. 

Their arguments in favor of the abrogation 
of car-load rates have, they say, never been 
fairly met by opponents of their views. Some 
objection, they admit, come from the 
Board of Railroad Commigioners of Iowa, but 
that arose, they say, from the tact that the 
Commissioners failed to ldok deep enough into 
the subject, and they predict that when car-load 
rates are abolished the Commissioners will be 
just as fully satisfied as they were when the 


**jobbers’ rebate was done away with about 
a year ago—a movement to which the Commis- 
sioners were strongly opposed. In getting 
down to the argument in support of their posi- 

tion the members of the bureau ask the man- 
agers: 

Should large cities be given lower rates than 
smaller cities, or should discrimination be made by 
common carriers on account of quantity shipped? 
Are such discriminations wise or unwise? Is the 
reduction in your revenue, as represented by the 
car-loud rate, necessary; or would it not be nearer 
justice to all interested to make a compromise rate 
between your present car-load and less than car- 
Joad rate, and make that rate applicable to all? 
Can your company, as a common carrier, discrimi- 
nate between individuais, and say that the one 
shall pay more than the other, unless the service 
of the one costs more than the service of the other, 
and then can you charge the one more than the 
additional cost of service? Can you impose any 
greater arbitrary on the smaller dealer than the 
difference in expense, risk, etc., to you in hauling 
his shipment over and above the expense of haul- 
ing tor the larger shipper or a more favored patron? 


RESULT OF DISCRIMINATION. 
The authors of the memorial hoid that the 
t policy of the roads in giving rebates, spe- 
ial rates, and concessions to large dealers re- 
ulted in building up these dealers, who then

. The roads cannot justify themselves in 
charging Des Moines dealers, for instance, 
more by reason of their desiring to ship in less 
than car-loads than they do a wholesale mer- 
chant on the same article over the same road 
and in the same direction.

Just discrimination against public property. 
The wholesale and retail princ.ple is a relic of 
the days when transportation was sold at the 
best figure obtainabie to the shipper who 
wanted the most of it; and out of the compe- 
tition for this business grew the necessity for 
combinations of the transportation lines for 
arrangements are based on the principie, and 
good policy dictates that the entire sbipping 
interest be put on the same footing regardless 
of the quantity shipped. This position, white 
not recognized in trade, is the only defensible 
one for common carriers to assume. 
UNFRIENDLY LEGISLATION. 

After pointing out that unfriendly legisia- 
tion, wuich is very apt to follow a continua- 
tion of discriminating rates, would probably 
result in the State Commissioners being em- 
powered to fix car-load rates upon all classes 
of goods, the memoria! says: 

As no car-load rates apply on dry goods, notions, 
hardware, boots and shoes, hats and caps, clothing, 
Ste., it would be a calamity, both to your interest 
and the public, to be obliged to make concession to 

large shippers of those articies, and certainly law 
will not recognize your right to single out one line 
of trade like croceries for special favors; it will 
either absolutely prohibit you from making car- 
load rates on the articles that are not usually 
bought and sold in car-loads, or will compel you to 
transport all articles in car-loads at a concession. 
Itseems to us that prudence and good judgment 
should lead you: to free yourselves trom any 
charge of unjust discrimination, and not let this 
subject become a political matter in any State.

Within the last few months the Training School 
has opened a directory for nurses. This will be 
of the greatest possible advantage to physicians 
as well as to the public. When a nurse makes ap- 
plication for registration she is required to answer 
certain given questions and give us reference the 
name of one or wore hysiciang and of taree or 
four families where she has nursed during the last 
two years. The Superintendent then sends prop- 
erly-prepared blanks to the persons named, ask- 
ing for fauits, if there are any, and to tke physi- 
cians, what class of cases she is best suited for. 
When these questions, and many more, are satis- 
factorily answered, the nurse is registered, with 
& pledge on her part that she will keep the Direc- 
tory Committee informed when she takes and when 
she leaves u case. The average numder in the 
family has been fifty-seven. The number for the 
last few months has been from sixty to sixty-five, 
which is more than we can comfortably accommo- 
date with the present capacity of our building. 
The necessary addition to our home will cost $15,- 
000. We have already raised $3,000 for this pur- 
pose, and trust that the remaining $7,000 will soon 
be subscribed.

Prof. Webster’s Story of the Murder 
and His Attempts to Conceal 


The Result of a Sudden Fury Provoked 
wage + a tes : 


A recent article in the Cincinnat! Enquirer 
revives interest in the celebrated Parkman 
murder at Boston in 1850. The case, taking it 
all n all, was one of the most famous in crimi- 
nal jurisprudence. it was a case where a man 
who belonged to Massachusetts’ better ele- 
ment was convicted of murder in the first 
degree upon evidence purely circumstantial, 
and who hung for his crime. No human bemg 


‘witnessed the murder. The evidence necessa- 


rily was purely circumstantial, yet it is doubt- 
ful it a chain of circumstantial evidence was 
ever more perfect. Webster's confessional 
statement, mude May 23, 1850, in his petition 
for a commutation of sentence, tells the story 


of the crime and is substantially as follows: 
Tuesday, the 20th of November, I sent a 
note to Dr. Parkman, asking h.m to call at my 
rooms Friday, the 23d, after my lecture. He 
bad become of late very importunate for his 
pay. He bad threatened me witha suit; to 
pat an officer into my house. The. purport of 
my note was simply to ask the conference. I 
dia not tell him in it what I could do, or what I 
had to say about the payment. I wished to 
gain fcr those lew dars a release from his so- 
licitanons, to which I was liable every day on 
occasions and in a manner very disagreeable 
and alarming to me, and also to omit, for so 
long a time at least, the fulfillment of recent 
threats of severe measures.

THE FIRST LAKE STEAMER. 


THE WALK-IN-THE-WATER AND HER FIRST 


TRIP FROM BUFFALO TO DETROIT. 

The first steamer on the lakes was the Walk- 
in-the- Water, launched at Black Rock the 28th 
of May, 1818. She was built by Noah Brown 
of New York for G. & I. B. Stewart of Albany 
—a small, oddly-bullt craft of some 300 tons 
burden. Her first voyage, however, demon- 
strated ber superiority to sailing craft. That 
voyage was to Detroit. She left Buffalo at 
1:30 Sunday afternoon and arrived at DWwhkirck 
at 6:35 the same evening, and Erie 
the next morning, her Captain having 
reduced steam so as not to pass the 
port in the night. At half-past 7 p. m. she leit 
Erie, and arrived at Cleveland atll the next 
day (Tuesday); at 20 minutes past 6 sailed, and 
reached Sandusky Bay at 1o0'’clock Wednes- 
day; lay at anchor during the night, And then 
Proceeded to Venice for wood; left Venice at 3 
p. m., and arrived at the mouth ot Detroit 
River, where she anchored during the night. 


the Detroit Gazette, whose account! quote, 
* occupied forty-fouc hours and ten minutes, 
the wind ahead during the whole passage. 
Not the slightest accident bappened during 
the voyage, and ber machinery worked ad- 
mirably. Nothing could exceed the s 

of the sons of the forest on seeing the Waik-in- 
the-Water move majestically and rapidly 
against wipd and current without sails or oars. 
Above Maiden they lined the shores, and ex- 
pressed their astonishment by repeated shouts 
of ‘Wiyob nichee (an exclamation of sur- 
prise). A report bad been circulated among 
them that a big canoe would soon come from 
the nolsy waters,“ which, by order of the 
Great Father of the ‘Chemo Komons’—Long 
Knives or Yankees—would be drawn through 
the lakes and rivers by a sturgeon. Of the 
truth cf the report they were perfectly satis- 
ned. Crowds thronged upon her at every 
port where she called, and inspected her curi- 
ously from stem to stern. She ran regulariy 
between Buffalo and Detroit until the fall of 
1821, when she was stranded on the beach at 
Buffalo. Her engine was then taken out and 
placed in a successor, the Superior.

The land 
selected for the forthcoming American Ex- 
hibition is the property of six large English 
railway companies, who are energetically 
codperating with the Executive Council of the 
exhibition to make it a great success. re 
will be three railway stations on the exhibition 
grounds and the main building will cover eight 
acres. It will be constructed of iron and glass, 
and will be ready for exhibiters the Ist of

THE CALIFORNIA RAISIN CROP. 

The San Francisco correspondent of Brad- 
street’s writes under date of Oct. 18 as follows: 
Every year the raisin crop of California be- 
comes amore important factor in the markets 
of the United States. At present the product 
aggregates for this season’s pack in the whole 
State about 250.000 boxes. The quality of the 
California raisins is improving rapidly, and dis- 
interested parties do not hesitate to express 
their opinion that, both in appearance and 
flavor, this season's fruit will compare favor- 
able with the Spanish. There is a noticeable 
difference in the methods of drying, grading, 
and preparing the fruit for market, the markets 
following as closely as is found advisable the 
Spunish system, with the addition of improve- 
ments that Americans are never slow to dis- 
cover in the manufacture and handling of any 
articles of commerce. 

In trade circies there have been considerable 
discussion and feelimg concerning this year’s 
raisin pack, which has hitherto Leen mainly 
handied by the three or four leading commis- 
sion houses of San Francisco. But this ) ear 
there bas been achange to a certain extent, 
almost ail the growers placing their raisins in 
the hands of one or two firms, leaving the 
others with little or nothing but tne lower 
grades to handle. One of these houses is doing 
its utmost to depreciate the market by issuing 
private and confidential circulars, both here 
and in the East, to the effect that the pack will 
amount to nearly 500.000 boxes, and ant cipat- 
ing u bad break 1 prices. 

The facts of the case are briefly as follows: 
The total pack will be 250,000 boxes of ordinary 
standard grades, such as layers. London lay- 
ers, etc. The consumption of the Pacific States 
and Territories may be safeiy estimated at 115.- 
000, leaving only 135,000 boxes for distribution 
throughout the Eustern States. The consump- 
tion last year in Texas aione was 30,000 boxes, 
which leaves only a trifle over 100,000 
boxes for the remainder of the Union. As 
far as the San Francisco houses are con- 
cerned there: is no attempt at speculation. 

They are merely selling on commission for 
the producers, who alone will derive any ben- 
efit from high prices. There was no carry-over 
stock from last year, when in New York prices 
reached $3.60 with a carry-over. The pro- 
ducers of the best Known and established 
packs have determined to hoid and fight, and 
from present appearances they have every 
prospect of success. Their raising are made 
from an excellent crop of grapes; they have 
been more carefully bandied, dried, ed, 
and pecked than heretofore; there was a bare 
market to work upon, and they decline to be 
** bulidozed.””
